and billions for a stupid lack of preparation for the 
conduct of war. 

Certain of our eminent statesmen had a theory 
that to arm, to plan, to build battleships would so 
irritate and fill with suspicion all other nations 
that war could not be escaped. We did not escape 
the war. We could not. 

_ We are paying for the theory. 

Instead of building battleships beginning in 
1914, our placid secretary of the navy did not even 
contract for battleships previously authorized. We 
had to do our building all at once. We had to 
make shipyards to build battleships because we had 
to build them all at once. We had to drain other 
ind*+tries for workers at prodigious wages because 
we did not begin to build battleships unti) the time 
when men were in gfeat demand for the army. 

Guided by these statesmen of the highest motives, 
we did not begin training officers or men until we 
had to have an army regardless of the cost of mak- 
ing one. We did it. We got an army. We got it 
by doing something whether it was right or not. 

_ Generally speaking, it was not right. It had to be 
done over. Any one who has lived fh or visited 
our army cantonments knows that they were a 
brilliant feat for a short time.

Information contained in the book shows that 
the opposite was taking place and that Chancellor 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg was doing everything pos- 
sible to get the German war maghine going. | 

The book refers to a journalistice mystery—the 
publication by the Westminster Gazette on Aug. 1, 
1914, of a dispatch dated in Berlin, giving the text 
of a purported telegram addressed on July 30 by 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg to the German anibassador 
in Vienna, saying: : 

“We must refuse to be drawn into a werld con- 
flagration through Austria-Hungary not respecting 
our advice.” 

Prof. Oman says that the newspaper never re- 
vealed the source of the dispatch, and it was never 
included in the German white book or in any offi-| 
cial publication, yet the document was dragged 
out two and one-half years later by Chancellor. 
Michaelis and cited as proof that Germany was 
holding back until Russia mobilized, which mobil- 
ization Germany gives as the cause of the war. | 

The book goes into the details of the fateful 
night during which the order of Emperor Nicholas, 
countermanding the Russian demobilization, was 
ignored by the Russian war minister and the chief 
of the Russian general staff. It is shown that the 
emperor was not in possession of information in 
the hands of his war minister and chief of staff. 
The evidericé establishés that the Russian mobili-| 
zation was caused by war threats made by Count 
Pourtales, the German ambassador in Petrograd, 
that the Russian ministers knew all about it and 
went ahead with thir plans and that when the 
war came Emperor Nicholas realized that they 
were right and he was, wrong. Peon 

Regarding the so-called Russian mobilization Sir 
George Buchanan, the British ambassador in Petro- 
grad, in a secret document, says: : 

“The military authorities, without the knew!l- 
edge of/the czar, did make secret preparations for a: 
general mobilization, though, on being questioned 
by the emperor, Gen. Soukhomlinoff, the Russian 
minister of war, denied this.” — 

It ig shown, however, that this did not alter the 
general situation. It is also shown that when the 
Russian military chiefs ignored the midnight wav- 
erings of the emperor and his order to suspend the 
mobilization they were justified, because a few 
hours later it became clear that Germany was bent 
on war. ’ 

It is shown that Baron von Schoen, German 
ambassador to France, had in his possession a de-

DOCTRINE MUST 
NOTBETOUCHED 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 13.—Speaking 
before the national convention of State 
| Manufacturers’ associations here to- 

night, Senator Elect Medill McCormick 
of Illinois challenged the right of Presi- 
dent Wilson and the American peace 
delegation to sign a treaty which in 
} any way amends or abrogates the Mon- 
roe doctrine. If such a treaty is 
signed, Mr. McCormick déclared, the 
United States senate will refuse to 
ratify it. 

Mr. McCormick said: - | 
_“ The part which we played in the 
European war does not spell the end 
of the Monroe doctrine. But if we 
are not jealous of our liberties that 
end may be spelled by the part which 
we play in the European peace con- 
ference. If America assumes respon- 
sibility for the government of subject 
peoples in Africa and Asia, upon what 
ground can she exclude European and 
Asiatic powers from intervention in 
the affairs of this hemisphere? There 
is no person in the service of the 
American people who has any legal or 
moral authority to negotiate in their 
behalf an instrument in conflict with 
the Monroe doctrine.”

“For baked or boiled fish” is a 
part of the title of a_recipe before me 


nearly all English speaking people in 
Europe call Dutch sauce. One of the 
directions is to place it in a bowl in a 
saucepa® of boiling water and stir 
rapidly until it thickens like a boiled 
custard. Yes, and burn yourself with 
the steam, and in caring for the burn 
le. the sauce curdle! 

I have never had a Dutch sauce in a 
public place in America that was not 
a layer of butter on top and a curdled 
mixture underneath, whereas what 
one should get is a sauce as smooth as 
a mayonnaise. A Dutch sauce is 
really a butter mayonnaise and for the 
first part of the work we may proceed 
just as we do in making a mayonnaise.
